Lichtstern Unloading 15,000,000 Bush- 
ele—Lanyon’s Loss $120,000.

She. was -going to. her, brother, 
Samuel Albept, in Peoria. Ill. 

She had ‘sufficient. meags to continue 
Ther trip,.a@nd would. have .been allowed 
to do so, had not a surgeon of the Ma- 
tine, Hospital found she. was suf- 
fering from éye;t For that reason 
she, was taken to Hillis Island. On April 
1 the medical. authorities certified that 
Mrs. Betrous was suffering from. trach- 
oma, and her deportation was ordered.

DEMAND STEPHENSON’S SEAT, 


Resolution Before Wisconsin Legisie- 


ture Charges Election Was Bought.

MADISON, Wis.,, June 2—It is almost 
certain that the Legislature will demand 
that Senator Stephenson be unseated in 
the United States. Senate. Without any 
change in the recommendation, the 
Blaine-La Folletté amendment for the 
Husting (Democratic) lutiton relating 
to the Stephenson investigation 
was reported ott by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. The substitute comes out with a 
report that is unanimous for adéption, 
except for the dissenting vote of Senator 
Bodenstab, a Taft ublican.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Secre- 
tary Knox to-day, upon instructions from 
President Taft, declined to show the State 
Department records of the transaction re- 
latine to the payment for the portrait of 
Justice Day painted by Albert Rosenthal, 
which has caused suspicion tobe directed 
against former Chief Clerk of the State 
Department W. H. Michael, now Consul 
General at Calcutta. 

Secretary Knox appeared before the sub- 
committee of the House Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Department of State. He 
said in explaining the department's re- 
fusal to show the original books that they 
contained, probably, some items of a@ se- 
cret’ nature, together with the portrait 
payment, 

Asked. why he did not present the 
voucher for the artist’s fee, Mr. Knox said 
that it had been lost. He added, however, 
that all that had. been paid for the portrait 
was $850, as Mr. Rosenthal has testified, 
and other items on the $2,450 voucher 
were for secret matters, and had been 
paid out of the fund for unforeseen emer- 
gencies in the diplomatic and Consular 
service, which Congress had provided need 
not be accounted for if the President cer- 
tifies that an item should be paid from 
this fund. President Roosevelt had made 
a certification, and President Taft hesi- 
tated to go back of that certification, said 
Mr. Knox. 

Chairman Hamlin questioned Secretary 
Knox closely as to what justification there 
was for paying for a portrait out of @ se- 
cret fund. Mr. Knox said it had been the 
practice since 1890. He conceded it was 
very irregular for a voucher to be made 
out for more than the signer received, and 
that such action placed’ a burden on him 
who made it out to explain the circum- 
stances.

ALBANY, N. X. June 2.—Deciaring the 
present rates to be “‘ unjust, unreasonable, 
and unjustly discriminatory,” the Public 
Service Commission to-day ordered the 
New York Telephone Company to make 
the following reductions in charges in 
New York City: 

1. From the Borough of Manhattan be- 
low 110th Street to the Borough of Brook- 
lyn, except Coney. Island and Bath Beach, 
and from Manhattan below 110th Street to 
central! station districts Astoria and New- 
town on Long Island, from 10 cents to 5 
cents. 

2. From Manhattan below 110th Street 
to central station districts Flushing, Rich- 
mond Hilf, and Jamaica on Long Island 
from 15 cents to 10 cents. 

These reductions are the result of an 
investigation made by the commission 
on its own motion after complaints had 
been received as to telephone charges 
between the boroughs. 

In the commission's opinion, written by 
Chairman Stevens, it is stated that in 
the determination of the case the board 
aad in mind the total investment of the 
company in New York City, the. general 
cost of operation, and other technical mat- 
ters affecting the question.

Down Icebox Doors. 


250 MEN LINED UP, 7 SEIZED 


Those Trapped in Old Sans Souci Hall 
Laughed at First, but Briefly Only 
—Filynn Once Ralded it. 


In what used to be the old Sans Souci 
Music Hall at 134-186 Hast Thirteenth 
Street, which now boasts a charter under 
the. name of tne Old Top Social Club, 250 
men were gathered at 6 o'clock yesterday 
évening, some about the big craps table 
in what used to be the music hall audi- 
torium; others around ten stuss tables, 
and still.more in front of a big black- 
board stretching the whole length ofthe 
former music. hall stage and containing 
entries and. results at the Louisville and 
Toronto tracks, Suddenly there was & 
crash of glass and the skylight, broken 
into jagged pieces; tumbled down on the 
heads of the players. From below came 
the sound of axes falling on the two ice- 
box doors that barred entrance'to the 
hall.

McNutt, Convicted “Five Years Pe, “

British Imperial Conference Also Urges 
Notification of London Deolaration. 


LONDON, June 2.—The Imperial Con- 
ference, which is holding its sessions at 
the British , Foreign Office, to-day ap- 
proved: the Declaration of London and 
passed a resolution favoring its ratifica- 
tion. 


The Declaration of London was adopted 
at a conference of-the chief naval powers 
held in London from December, 1 until 
February, 1909, with the view ‘of 4 
at‘an agreement as to the rules of prize 
in naval are. The object was to 
draw up a definite code, following the 
precedent of the Declaration of Paris of 
1856, for the purposes of the International 
Prize Court, to established in accord- 
ance with one of the conventions of the 
second Hague Conference in 1907. 

The result was the present Declaration 
of London, si by the representatives 
of Great Britain, as well ag those of 
other powers, and now awaiting formal 
ratification by Parliament. . The declara- 
tion evoked some strong criticism in the 
United Kingdom.

WASHINGTON, June > Present indt- 
cations ypoint to this year’s cotton ¢ 
as.the largest the country ever has pro- 
duced, according to Government experts. 
Based on the statistics. of condition as 
| given’ out to-day by the\ crop- reporting 
| board ef the Agricultural -Department, 
and on the averages for the previous 
| ten years, the crop, will be greater by 
about 2,500,000 bales than the average, 
and Jarger by nearly 400,000 bales than 

the biggest chop the country ever raised, 
that of 1904. Providing conditions as 

favorable as those which have prevailed 
in thedast ten "years continue during this 
season, there should be harvested this 
year more .than 14,000,000 bales, the pre- ji, 

vious maximufn in 1904 having been 13,- 
| 500, 000 bales and the average for the 
| past ten. years 11,500,000 bales. 

As shown: by. to-day’s report of condi- 
tion on May. 25; cotton should -yield 198 
pounds per acre,.compared with an aver- 

| age of 152.4 pounds for the last ten 
years.. Allowing‘for an abandonment. of 

83 per cent., the ten-year average, of the 
acreage planted, which would, bring the 
estimated acreage down from. 35,004,000 
acres to 34,000,000 acres, this would give 
the unprecedented crop indicated. 

Conditions this year to date have been 
unusually favorable, it was pointed ont, 
j the dry weather in May having given 
the farmers good opportunity for proper 
cultivation. of the crop... The’ color of 
the cotton also is reported good. Although 
the growth is not far developed, it is 
said that. this is not a bad sign, as 
rain later on will bring it on rapidly 
on account of iis present excellent con- 
dition, 

The area planted to -cotton this year 
in the United Statés, as estimated by 
the crop reporting board-of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in the first crop re- 
‘port of the-season, is about; 104.7 per 
cent. of the area planted last year, or 
35,004,000 acres, including that already 

lanted and expected to be planted. This 

s an increase of 4.7 per cent, or 1,586,-

SUBWAY CO-ORDINATION. 

It is right that the city should 4de- 
termine for itself the routes of the sub- 
ways it is to build with its own money. 
To leave the choice of routes to the 
operating companies would be improvi- 
dent and unsafe, An owner of real 
estate who was to erect a building for 
the use of a tenant would certainly in- 
sist on having something to say about 
the choice of a site. He would not 
leave so important a matter ad that 
altogether to the discretion of the ten- 
ant, particularly if he was“himself to 
assume the risk of deficit in the rent 
payments. He would not consent to 
erect ‘a building where the tenant’s 
business would almost certainly be un- 
profitable, for that would practically 
assure the tenant's inability to pay the 
rent.

THE. LOAFERS IN THE PARKS. 

One of the reforms in park manage- 
tThent promised-by Mr, Hur, repre- 
senting the Commissioner of Accounts, 
whe seems to have usurped the funo~ 
tions of the Park Comtiniasioner, with 
Mr, Stoven's approval, is the elimina, 
tion of the hoboes. Since the warm 
weather set in all the benches in the 
smalier parks have been ococupied by 
ragged, dirty, rum-smelling men and 
women, and there has béen no place 
for children and their’ nurses. It is 
no solution of the tramp problem to 
give the parks ‘over to; worthless loaf- 
ers. Nor is it any concern ofthe Park 
Commissioner or his subordinates where 
the tramps may go if they are driven 
out of the parks. This is a problem 
which. all cities have hail to contend 
with in Summer. Sometimes it haa 
been forcibly attacked here, and the 
police have refused to let hoboes oc- 
cupy all the park benches, and slumber 
in the sun. Latterly the police have let 
the disreputable benchers rest, and the 
condition of thé smaller parks has be- 
come a public scandal | 

The parks are for all. If the hoboes 
occupy all the seats in them, everybody 
else is excluded from the parks. ‘Mr. 
Stovur’s heart is probably overrunning 
with sympathetic feeling for the un- 
washed, uncombed, and incompetent. 
We have great admiration for the emo- 
tional side of M¥®. Stover. But it is 
gratifying to know that a less tender- 
hearted public officer is tacKling the 
park question, and we have hopes that 
the parks will now be cleaned up and 


made agreeable pleasure grounds for 
decent, cleafily, and law-abiding per- 
sons,

In your issue of May 81 I read the death 
notice of Henry Baldwin, late member of the 
editorial staff of the Standard Dictionary, 
Monday of last week Mr. Baldwin complained 
of. a severe cold, which, however, 414 not pre- 
vent him from attending to his editorial duties, 
Tuesday ho was as usual at his desk, but at 
the advices of big. comrades he went home, 
Then pneumonia set in. For several days bis 
condition grew alarming. By Saturday word 
came to the editerial rooms that Mr. Baldwin 
had a fair ‘prospect of recovery. Monday a 
still more. favorable report was received, 
Tuesday the treacherous disease had claimed 
him! 

Henry Baldwin was one of those men whom 
the world loves and can Wl-afford to lose, 
Charitable and broad in his viewa, gentle, re- 
tiring, and sympathetic in manner—a man of 
sweet human traits, @ Christian of the most 
exalted and loving type Such, indeed, was 
the man whom his comrades and the world 
will miss!

BUT WON'T DELAY HIS REPORT 


Cram for Himself Declares for Bulld- 
Ing Subways Before Arranging Opera- 
tion—Gaynor Again Attacks B. R. T.

President George McAneny of Manhat- 
tan, Chairman of the Transit Committee 
of the Board of Estimate, which is to 
submit its report on the subway offers 
to next week’s meeting of the board, sent 
to Gov. Dix: last night a letter protest- 
ing against the Governor’s action in ap- 
pointing J. Sergeant Cram to succeed 
Publie Service Commissioner Edward M. 
Bassett, at this time particularly, and, 
in ‘fact, against superseding Mr. Bassett 
at all. He suggests that the nomination 
of Mr. Cram be withdrawn; at least tem- 
porarily. 

Mr. McAnaney, after calling the atten- 
tion of the Governor to the present sub- 
way status and its nearness to a final 
conclusion, suggests that the injection of 
a new personality into it can have but 
one- of two effects—either to delay the 
matter indefinitely until the new man 
familiarizes himself with its details or to 
make the new man vote on it on the basis 
of opinions he entertained before he be- 
came @ member of the commission. Of 
Mr. Cram Mr. McAneny says he knows 
nothing, byt regardless of that and of the 
serious loss suffered by the work itself 
by the elimination of Mr. Bassett, he 
asserts that he does not believe the vote 
on the subway contracts should depend 
upon either of the two alternatives stated.

actual subway construction brought 
within immediate sight. 

T have no commission to speak tor 
Mr. Bassett, and he knows ayy 
my purpose in addressing * this let- 
ter. I am enabled to sa however, 
from my own close. touch with the 
matter during the past several months, 
that Mr..Bassett’s continued presence 
during the negotiation of the contracts 
for operation, wherever they may fall, 
is almost Indispensable to the securing 
of the early results we are seeking, 
and for which the people of the city 
are anxiously waiting. His service 
on the commission has been not only 
devoted, but intelligent and skiliful. He 
is an expert in the construction and 
in the application of the rapid transit 
law, and is thoroughly versed in the 
minute detail to be covered by the 
contracts jn question. 


A Change Now Unfortunate. 


I should regard Mr. Bassett’s sepa- 
ration from the com@nission as an un- 
fortunate thing for the city, in any 
event.

If early resuits are to be secured, 
either Mr. Cram would be obliged to 
vote upon convictions formed outside 
the commission, and without the in- 
formation and intimate understanding 
of the subject that would guide his 
associates, or else he would be en- 
titled as ask, that a decision be de- 
ferred until he had had time to 
sess himself of the information that 
they possess.

But I did 
not wish to find fault with him, even 
though he did it intentionally, which 
seemed to be very plainly the case, 
The President of the company delibe 
ately tried to insult the Mayor throug 
the newseepers a’ day or two alam: 
by a public statement that the Inter- 
borough Railroad Com — s office was 
the Mayor’s office, and of course many 
of his subordinates may feel disposed 
to treat me in the sameway, taking 
the cue from their snperior. But I do 
not and shall not complain. I am sat- 
nt to be mistreated when I know or 
test that I am trying to do right. 
he part of your letter speaking of 
the treatment of people by the B. R. 
T, does not neéd any concurrence. 
Everybody Kfiows that they have 
tréatei ii8 like cattle for years. They 
underpay théir employes, and that, of 
course, in itself brings about ineffi- 
client service, The system has been on 
the verge ef bankruptcy for years. 
They have not a single modern car 
in the whole system.

the like of which are not now 
be seen in any city of the United 
States, or anywhere, except in Brook- 
lyn. In addition to that, the running 
gear of the cars is worn out. You can- 
not talk on the sidewalk while their 
cars are going by. Your companion 
cannot hear you with the flat wheels 
and rickety machinery, If the Public 
Service Commission were to issue an 
order, which they have the power to 
do, that the company put on modern 
cars, it would have to go into bank- , 
ruptcy.

All of the roads are leased to the 
ea & Heights Company, and the 
owns all of the stock of that 
company, and in that way, although 
it fs not a railroad company at all, 
but only a business company, con- 
trols all of the railroads in Brooklyn 
and has nothing in view except to milk 
them, so as to declare a dividend on 
ite inflated capital. The same kind of 
railroad financing here in Manhattan 
and the Bronx fell of its own weight 
and went into the bankruptcy courts 
over five years ago, and eventually it 
will have the same fate everywhere. 
But I am saying more to you than I 
intended. I only meant to thank you 
for expressing your pee retest against the 
way you saw the Mayor of the city 
treated. So far as I am to be consid- 
ered as an individual, the treatment 
was no more objectionable than it 
would be if it had been applied to any 
other citizen. My physical condition 
has been so poor the last several 
months that I cannot grab hold of a 
car and pe myself on the way I used

Accused Husband, 
Nearly Goes Free Again on a 
Writ of Habeas Corpus. 


ETHER FOUND IN BATHROOM 


But if Woman Were Made Uncon- 
scious by It and, Then Drowned 
Analysis Wouldn’t Show It Now. 


So slender are the thread& of evidence 
on which the police hope to establish 
legally what to them seems a moral 
certainty—that Lillian Scheib, who was 
found dead on Monday in a bathtub in 
a model tenement apartment, at 511 Bast 
Seventy-eighth Street, was murdered— 
that they by no means confident last 
night of holding their prisoner, Henry A. 
Scheib, the. woman's, husband, for more 
than a few days ionger. 

The ‘ack of strength in the case as 50 
far developed became evident in the Su- 
ponte Court yesterday when Justice 

ischoff hesitated for many minutes —* 
tween holding the prisone? by denyi 
second writ of habeas corpus and 
him his freedom. Justice Bischoff inal- 
ly decided not to/’free ib on the 
third reading of an affidavit submitted 
by Police peapectos: Russell and .corrob- 
orated by © er's Physician Lehane. 

In their affidavit were set forth many 
ay icious circumstances in the actions 

cheib-and many conflicting stories he 
—* told to account for Ats wife's’ dis- 
appearance after she dropped out of 
— Questioned by Justice Bischoff, 

— — of the District Attorney's 

ice. frankly admitted that they had 
bask baffied so. far in attempts to dis- 
cover by what means Mrs. Scheib came 
to her death. 

“ But,”. they. added, ‘‘any sane man 
would have notified the proper authorities 
of the natural death of his“wife,. No sane 
person would havg locked her in a flat 
for months—and we are fairly sure the 
body of.this woman lay for at least four 
months ‘inthe bathtub, where it was dis- 
covered Jast Monday afternoon.” 

This feature of Scheib’s actions was the 
thing that ‘most impressed Justice 
Bischoff, 

** While I am strongly inclined to grant 
this writ,” ‘he said, a —— —— 
District’ Attorney Jonnson, is _ be- 
cause I know of no Jaw by which you 
can hold #& man in restraint while you are 
investigating to. determline the fact 
whether or. not a homicide has. been com- 
mitted. 

“ But on careful scrutiny of the facts 
there are slight. {ndications that Mrs. 
Schethb’s death was a violent one. It is 
reasqnable to: suppose that her husband, 
if she had committed suicide or had died 
a natural death, would not have acted 
in the way he has. His failure to report 
the case leads to a reasonable suspicion 
that he was concerned in, her death, and 
reasonable suspicion was enough to jus- 
tify a Magistrate’s commitment.” 

Upon the adjourned proceedings, with 
which Justice Bischoff refused to inter- 
fere, Scheib will be brought before Magis- 
trate Corrigan in the Tombs Police Court 
this afternoon. The best hope of the po- 
lice is that they will be ‘able to get an- 
other adjournment in order to gain time 
to complete a chemical analysis of the 
liquid in which Mrs. Scheib’s body was 
immersed and of the contents of her stom- 
ach, Samples fromthe bathtub and from 
the victim’s stomach were sent to Prof. 
Larkin of Columbia University by Coro- 
ner’'s Physician Lehane yesterday. It will 
be ten days before reports can be made. 

An item that disturbed the Coroner’s 
physician yesterday was the discovery in 
the bathroom of 4 bottle three-quarters 
filled with ether. 

“If ether was used to render the wo- 
man unconscious,"’ said Dr. Lehane, “ and 
she was then drowned in the bathtub 
there will be absolutely no evidence found 
in the analyses we propose to make. 

“Murder by that means could have 
been carried out with complete success 
without leaving the slightest trace of it. 
Time has done its work in destroying the 
lungs so that we cannot tell if death was 
from immersion, and the stomach so we 
cannot tell if any poison was present, ex- 
cept some chemical which would leave 
traces behind it.” 

In their anxiety to strengthen their 
case, Second, et ty Police Commissioner 
Dougherty and his assistants had detec- 
tives searching the pawnshops throughout 
the day. They had with them descriptions 
of a wedding ring, which is missing from 
Mrs. Scheib’s’ finger; of a “ polo .coat’’ 
bought a. short time before her disap- 

earance, and of a gold watch, a gift from 

rs. Scheib’s father. 

The police found yesterday a friend of 
Scheib’s, living in the East Seventy-eighth 
Street house, who declares he saw Scheib 
on the premises last Sunday—just twenty- 
four hours before his wife’s body was 
discovered. Deputy Commissioner ugh- 
erty declared that the discovery of this 
new witness was one of the most impor- 
tant additions made to the police show- 
ing of evidence.
